A new material called 
Tordan is the most eff- 
ective chemical available 
for the control of kudzu, 
Tordan may be applied 
trum early spring just 
before new growth begins 
through the active grow- 
ing season. Broadcast

The active ingredien 
is carried into the soi] 
by rain where it is taken 
up by the plant’s roots,

Spring Brings Robins 
And Potholes In Roads 


Motorists, anxious to 
fret out on the road now 
that warmer weather is 
here are reminded that 
while a robin may be the 
first sign of spring, the 
roads you have to drive 
on are usually the last 
signs of winter, 

Snow, ice, salt and sand 
take a great toll on str- 
eets and highways, Pot- 
holes are not only num- 
erous and a driving nu- 
isance, but they are also 
dengerous, 

“Drivers should re- 
member they can do a 
lot of damage to their 
cars and especially to 
their tires when hitting 
chuck holes in _ the 
road,’’says RossR, Orm- 
sby, Chairman of the Tire 
Industry Safety Council. 

Obviously, a car stri- 
king a pothole, curb, or 
an object in the road can 
suffer damage not only to 
the tire and wheel assem- 
bly balance , but also to 
the vehicle’s alignment, 

Safety specialists say 
that should ‘a driver no- 
tice an extreme wear pat- 
tern on the outside edges 
of his tire, or a veer- 
ing of the car when the 
brakes are applied, it is 
advisable he consult his 
dealer or garage about 
possible misalignment, 

The damage resulting 
to a tire from sharply 
hitting holes in the road, 
curbs and general high- 
way litter is often not 
visible, [It could be in- 
ternal and unrepairable, 
The driver might not know 
anything was wrong until 
the time he suffers sudden 
tire disablement, and that 
time is always the wrong 
time, 

Heavy rainfall is an- 
other highway hazard no- 
rmally associated with 
spring driving. It isesp- 
ecially dangerous to those 
drivers who insist on dr- 
iving on bald tires, The 
council defines a tire as 
bald if its tread depths 
has worn to 1/16 inch or 
less in any two are more 
adjacent grooves, The 
risk of skidding, which is 
5 to 10 times more lik- 


“S¥y-With average tread dep- 


th on wet roads as on 
dry roads, is doubled with 
bald tires, 

The best advice for the 
careful motorist is not 
only to pay attention to 
where he is driving, but 
give equal time to what 
he is driving on. 

“The tires on your car 
are the most important 
factor between you and the 
road,’’ says Ormsby, “

Publisher Warns 
‘Consumerists” 
Threaten System 


Warning against the dian 
vers from “consumerists” 
(Whom he defines as a “small 
but vocal yeroupoof far-out ac- 
tivists who keep badgering 
the United States Congress 
and various Federal agencies 
for additional controls over 
industry") Thomas R. Shep- 
ard, Jr. publisher of Look 
Magazine, says industry 
should do more to tell its side 
of the stony. 

He said that business or: 
ganizations and advertisers 
are developing ways to police 
their own output with strin- 
gent standards and strict en- 
forcement that would seem to 
be exactly what the consum- 
erists want: “self-regulation 
that would make government 
controls unnecessary.” 

But, he said, “The consum- 


erists don’t want self-regula- » 


tion—nothing short of sov- 


ernment regulation would 


be acceptable.” 

Speaking before the spring 
marketing conference of the 
National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, Mr. Shepard said 
that right now Congress is 
considering a total of 512 
bills aimed at regulating pri- 
vate industry. 

He said that consumer ad- 
vocate Ralph Nader is asking 
federal chartering of-all cor- 
porations, with the ‘govern- 
ment empowered to set pro- 
duction standards, prescribe 
marketing procedures and 
hire and fire executives. This 
would amount to the “na- 
tionalization of industry,” 
Mr. Shepard said, and “it 
would mark the end of free 
enterprise.”

& small indentation into each ball of dough with thumb. After 
cookies are baked and still warm, press again with thumb 
Cool, then fill indentations with jelly or jam 

To turn out Peanut Butter Spritz, put the dough through a 
cookie press. Dip the ends of the baked cookies in melted 
chocolate.

While most previously used methods of handling 
the problem of public relations is still used in some 
places, the current stage is one of partnership with 
a common objective, That of'ective being that of 
improving education for all ¢ the children of the 
community. Recent develop ments in some areas 
have seen community groups united and working to- 
gether to improve the community and all its inst- 
itutions, 

Teachers and administrators need to understand 
the importance of good public relations from the point 
of view of the school and its effects in improving 
the educational program, The improvement of the 
educational program is a problem which involves 
and concerns all who have an interest in schools 
and education, 

One of the most effective means for promoting 
good public relations between school and community 
is the parents-teachers organization, The central 
principle of this organization is that the welfare of 
the children is best served by close cooperation of 
the two groups most intimately and deeply concerned 
with children - their parents and their teachers, 
It believes that children’s best interest demands 
a close and cordial working relationship between two 
major influences in the child’s life - his home and 
his school, Teachers and parents are inevitably 
partners in the child’sdevelopment, A parent - Teacher 
organization in which they work as equal partners 
results in benefits for children and also for their 
teachers and parents, School administrators and tea- 
chers belong to the parent - teacher organization 
for the same reason they belong to their professional 
associations to enrich their experience and increase 
their professional competence, 

The function of any association of parents and teacjers 
is to serve the interest of the youth, The PTA helps 
the home and the school to agree on the program, 
Maximum education benefits are possible only when

Stock and Inventory Control 


Means Higher Profits 


AUBURN UNIVERSITY SCHOOL OF BUSINESS 


Going profit hunting? If 
so, remember that Invent- 
ory and Stock contro. re 
vital factors to a whole- 
some profit picture, When 
inventory is one of a sm- 
all business’s largest as- 
sets, a poor handling of 
inventory can well mean 
the difference between a 
profit and loss at the end 
of the year. 

Stock and Inventory con- 
trol is, in a nut shell, 
the activity involving four 
basic decisions, They are: 
What and How Much to or- 
der; and what way and when 
to order, 


WHAT ANDHOW MUCH TO 
ORDER -- Inventory ord- 
ering decisions depend 
upon the type of merchan- 
dise a firm handles, Lo- 
gically the fast moving and 
perishable items shouldbe 
ordered more frequently 
and in smaller quantities, 
The ‘amount of paperwork 
involved in maintaining in- 
ventory control over the it- 
ems will vary, For ex- 
ample, items such as milk 
and bread are daily and 
require no paper work; but 
the slow moving items -- 
say, electronic parts which 
are sold once or twice a 
month -- these items must 
be placed ona record keep- 
ing system to insure the 
right parts will be in hand 
when the time arrises -- 
when the time arrises, The 
important thing to remem- 
ber when you are handling 
these types of items, is ch- 
angung’ customer demands, 
You certainly do not want 
to be caught with an ex- 
cess amount of items which 
have no market, 


WHAT WAY AND WHEN 
TO ORDER -- Efficient 
records are the key toma- 
king decisions about what 
way and when to order in- 
ventory and stocks, The 


kinds and number of con- 
trol records depend upon 
the amount of details which 
are needed, Inventory and 
stock control records can 
be kept in two ways; by 
counting sales, or by cou- 
nting stock, depending upon 
the nature of the stock. 

If your situation is best 
suited for counting stock 
on a periodic basis, you 
may choose to go an a 
rotated system, This me- 
thod involves placing on 
cards such information as 
what is ordered, what is 
on hand, what has been re- 
cieved, and what has been 
sold, Every two weeks 
the cards are counted and 
the level of sales is de- 
termined, If the sales are 
lagging behind on a part- 
icular item, you may want 
to discontinue handling it. 
On the other hand, if sales 
are soaring and you are 
about to be caught short, 
you may want to increase 
the stock of that line of 
goods, 

If your products are mo- 
stly small, fast moving i- 
tems, you would probably 
want to count sales instead 
of stock, Inventory con- 
trol of this typeis called 
‘*perpetual.’’ and stock re- 
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cords are gotten out of 
the store’s sales records, 
Cash register tapes are 
excellant methods of get- 
ting sales information a- 
bout certain items. Per- 
haps, each type of item 
could be coded as A, B, 
or C, as the sales are rung 
up onthe cash register. The 
the items individual sales 
could be tallied and posted 
to the records, The in- 
ventory at any particular 
day could be easily de- 
termined by the rule-of- 
thumb formula, 


There is one final point« 


concerning efficient inven- 
tory control and that is the 
prevention of excess st- 
ocks, A good policy to- 
ward the prevention of ex- 
cess stocks is keeping an 
initial amount of the order 
list and recording it as 
Open to buy reserve. St- 
aying within the reserve 
figure helps keep your in- 
ventory investment within 
your planned amount and 
prevents excessive stocks 
of an item piling up. 

Inventory and Stock Con- 
trol, if adopted and used 
on an efficient basis, can 
well be the key to a good 
profit picture for your 
firm,

About Teen Drinking ; 

No discussion on teen behavior would be complete these 
days without at least a consideration of teen drinking. The con- 
sumption of beverage alcohol among teenagers is a growing 
problem across the entire nation. 

Some parents honestly do not feel there is anything wrong 
with a ‘little beer" or a “little wine,” if in the confines of their 
own home. Many say, “if we allow it at home occasionally, our 
teen won't drink outside the home.’ So...e fathers feel that 
giving a drink to their teen son makes him feel like an adult 
and puts them on a good level for promoting better dad - son co- 
operation. ' 

Now, ici's be honest and sincere. You and I touth know thai 
e teen who sees these attitudes displayed by even one of hus 
parents will only take it to mean a half-nearted approval of 
drinking anytime, anywhere! The next thing that is likely to 
happer. is a midnight ride in the family car, with junior under 
the influence of beverage alcohol. He may take a girl friend 
With in 
petualy druak, ue is encourazeu to overdo the spe limit. il 
takes just such a situation io destroy two teen kids in the sun- 
rise of their lives! Do you think these things happen only to 
other people's teens? 

Let me give you a few facts: 

According to Nationai Safety Council statistics, one 
State’s recent study showed that 53% of the drivers Kilivd 
in fatal motor vehivie accidents had been drinsing. Even 
among the pedestrians, aged 15 and over, 499% had been 
drinking who were fatally injured by motor venicies. 

Another state's study showed that 2 out of 3 drivers who 
died in traffic accidents had been drinking. Amonz the 
18-20 year age group involved in fatal accidents the propor- 
tion of drinking drivers was even higher. 

There are reams of heart-sickening statistics reiated to 
teen drinking in association with driving motor vehicles. If 
parents of teens could go with us in this department on just 
one accident cail invoiving teen fatalities, i'm sure every pa-- 
ae iee agree that drinking and teens DO NOT, MUST NOT

So, if you and I were facing each other across my desk 
and you put the question to me ahout whether to allow “ e" 
drinking at home, or a ienient attitude toward it in th lope 
that this would head-off the desire to consume alcoholic bever- 
ages, my answer would have to be a very emphatic “NO.” 

As with anything else, there are always exceptions, but for 
the most part teens seem to latch on to any approval, no mat- 
ter how slight, on the part of a parent. Seemingly, a hard line, 
no-give disapproval of drinking, on the part of the parent, is 
the only sure answer for teens. 

For the parent who drinks himself, and has beverage alco- 
hol in the home, the matter is always more difficult, His own 
use of alcohol may nullify any sermons on the subject to his 
teen. ‘Do as I:say, not as I do” is always a hard method of 
teaching anyone, teen or adult. One thing the parent who takes 
a drink can do, to set a good example for his teen, is to make 
sure he, himself, does not drive his car after drinking. Show- 
ing this much concern and respect for the privilege of driving 
may some day save your teen’s life because this example is 
bound to rub off on the youngster.

He 
gives three reasons for 
not stocking pen raised 
hirds, (1) The land is 
presently producing the 
maximum population of 
native Bobwhite quail, (2) 
Pen reared quail are not 
as healthy as native Bob- 
whites and are more sub- 
ject to disease and pred- 
ators, (3) Pen reared 
quail may be infected with 
disease at the time of re- 
lease and this disease co- 
uld be transmitted to he- 
althy native quail, 

Kennnamer sums up by 
saying “‘The best proce- 
dure to follow with pen 
raised quail -- if they 
have been legally pro- 
duced or purchased ~- is 
to prepare them for the 
frying pan,”’ 


INSECTICIDE USE 

New laws which were 
passed by the recent 
legislature require deal- 
ers and users of pesti- 
cides to apply for a per- 
mit. Permits are issued 
for dealers to selland for 
farmers to use certain 
restricted pesticides, We 
do not anticipate that this 
will cause much inconve- 
nience in Coffee County 
because we are not grow- 
ing much cotton or truck 
crops. However, some 
peanut growers will be 
using DDT, and they must 
have a permit to use DDT 
on peanuts, 

I recommend that Co- 
ffee County farmers who 
anticipate that they will 
need to use some rest- 
ricted pesticides during 
the year come by our 
office in Enterprise tofill 
in the simple applicat- 
ion which is required, 
This in turn will be ma- 
iled to the Department 
of Agriculture and Ind- 
ustries in Montgomery 
for approval and sent back 
to the farmer, The pro- 
cedure will enable the fa- 
rmer to buy and use any
